naturally changed our course a trifle 
that we might salute it, being bound 
on a visit to your country. ! 


"When we approached the fleet of 


course we saw at once that it was en- 
gaged in target practice, but at that 
time none of the vessels were firing. 
We saluted, and rang down to half 
speed in order that the American flag- 
ship might return the salute before 
we has passed the fleet. 


"When the flagship returned the sa- 


lute we steamed full speed ahead and 
proceeded to Baltimore. That our ac- 
tion should be taken amiss causes me 
much regret."

The doctor then 
gave 
a hurried 


sketch of his expedition, in which he 
said: 


"Going northward I struck first a. 


westerly course from Greenland and 
then moved northward. 


"I arrived at the north pole April 21. 


1908, as already announced, 
accom- 


panied by only two Eskimos. 


"We reached the pole at 7 o'clock in 


the morning. 


"I took dally observations 
for 


whole fortnight before arriving at the 
pole. 


"Returning we were forced to take 


a more westerly route and the first 
ten days I took observations dally and 
recorded 
them.' I 
was 
unable to 


measure the depth of the sea as I had 
not the necessary instruments. 


"The lowest temperature 
recorded 


was 83 degrees centigrade below zero." 


Eighty-three degrees centigrade be- 


low zero Is equal to 117 degrees below 
zero Fahrnhelt. 


"I have ample proof that I reached 


.the north pole In the observations I 
took, which afford a certain means of 
checking the truth of my statements. 


"Although 
I 
am 
proud 
of 
my 


achievement in planting the American 
flag on the north pole, I look with 
much greater pride to the fact that I 
traveled 
around 
more than 
thirty 


thousand square miles of hitherto un- 
known ground, and opened up an en- 
tirely fresh field for exploration." 


The severe gale blowing cut short 


attempts to obtain a longer interview 
with Dr.1 Cook. 


The Hans Egede was met in the 


North Sea by the pilot'steamer. Polar 
Bear aboard which was Captain Arn- 
drup, the well known Polar explorer, 
who was sent as special representative 
of the Danish government to welcome 
Dr. Cook. As the vessels approached 
each other Captain Amdrup led the 
cheers for the American explorer.

tain the-, consent of the bride's .father. 
Then he goes again with gifts, and the 
father calls in other members of -the 
family to view the gifts. On the third 
visit he carrles'trade gin, a sufficiently 
poisonous compound, generally 
from 


Hamburg. In the old .days; It was palm 
toddy or wine. 


On this occasion he pays over an 


instalment of the dowry. On the fourth 
visit he takes his parents with him 
and is permitted to see the girl her- 
self. ."When next he calls his .prospec- 
tive mother-iri-law provides a feast 
for himself and h'is relatives, the host 
and.-hostess eating nothing, but-taking 
a Hand In the drinking. 
Finally the 


man goes with gifts and the -balance 
of the dowry and takes the 
woman 


away. On arrival at his village sho is 
welcomed with singing and a strenu- 
ous .dance called "nkanja.". 


For three months the bride is not 


required to do any hard work, but 
after that sho buckles to with his 
other wives at gardening, and carrying 
burdens. 
Polygamy is general, and 


the number of a man's wives limited 
only by his resources in the matter of 
paying dowries. The man may divorce 
his wife whenever he chooses and for 
almost any reason. But it is rare for 
woman to bo able to obtain divorce at 
her own risk. Divorce entailfe the re- 
turn of the dowry.—Woman's Life.

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, 
pressed beyond the Icy barriers and 
stood upon th« goal of so much strlv- 
ng. There is no civilized nation that 
las not coveted the Imperishable glory 
of this daring achievement: no arctic 
explorer who has not dreamed ot be- 
ing first to wrest from the frozen north 
the secret of tho pole. Naturally Dr. 
Cook's discovery has bred some dis- 
appointment. Bomn bitterness of envy 
and provoked some Jealous and not al- 
together manly comment on his stu- 
pendous feat. 


Science, as a matter of course, in 


the absence of ample detail of state- 
ment from the explorer himself, takes a 
conservative .though by no means ne- 
cessarily doubting attitude toward Dr. 
Cook's report that ha has stood on 
the arctic pole. Throughout tho world 
scientists and 
explorers 
furnish 


major bulk of opinion that the Amer- 
ican has achieved all he claims. This 
Is generous In moat cases, and gracious 
even if a. bit forced In some others 
But there already has been some com- 
ment .that has all the bitter flavor of 
an intensive envy. 
It Is little to the 


credit of Admiral Melville, himself an

Washington, Sept. 3.—Cuba is be- 


coming very strict about the importa- 
tion and sale of fire arms and ammuni- 
tion in that republic, according to 
circular forwarded to the state depart- 
ment by F. M. Dearlng, the American 
charge d'affaires at Havana. 


Among other things the circular 


provides that In addition to having a 
license for the sale of fire arms and ac- 
cessories in order to import them one 
must procure authority from the sec- 
retary. 
Shot guns used for .hunting 


and the small 22-caliber gallery rifles 
are excopted from this restriction. Fire 
arms and ammunition may only be 
Imported through the ports of Havana, 
Matanzas, 
Neuvitas, 
Trinidad 
and 


Santiago de Cuba. 


Monthly reports must be made of the 


sale of arms and ammunition by the 
dealers, showing the name of the pur- 
chaser, number of the license, date is- 
sued and by whom issued.

you were personally Inclined to favor 
such a change In the 
constitution. 


Would this not be an opportune tlmo 
to present the subject to congress? 
Two constitutional amendments, one 
authorizing an Income tax and tho 
other providing for the popular elec- 
tion of senators would make your ad- 
ministration memorable, and I pledge 
you whatever assistance I can render 
In securing the ratification of these 
amendments.

am yours truely. 
W. J. Bryan." 


Reply from tho White House. 


"The White House, Washington, D. 


C., July 22. 


"My Dear Sir:—I have your kind 


letter of July 13. I am not prepared to 
urge as -an administration matter the 
submission of an amendment changing 
the constitution with reference to the 
election of United States senators by 
popular vote. As I said in my 'speech 
of acceptance,' I hardly deem this a 
party question, and as there is a, very 
wide difference of opinion In my own 
party in respect to It, I think It ought 
to be presented to congress not as a 
party or as an administration ques- 
tion, but as a matter of Individual 
opinion.

Ttnder-Hearted Preacher. 


Paul declares, and is not ashamed 


of it either, that he had heen a tender- 
hearted pastor, that he had warned 
them even "with tears." Heroic fear- 
lessness and tearful tenderness are 
twin attributes in all truly great 
souls. This great apostle had gone 
forth "weeping, bearing precious seed 
and thus had often returned rejoicing 
bringing his ^heaves with him." Ho 
was not one of your "soft" men, dis- 
gusting with their constant flow of 
lachrymal fluid. 
One tear on Paul's 


cheek meant more than streams from 
other eyes. He not only had a mas- 
sive head, but a great tender heart, 
and that tenderness gave him a 
mighty influence among men. 


Fearless Preacher. 


But Paul was no time-server. "He 


kept back nothing that was profita- 
ble." 
He did not prophecy "smooth 


things." If he had been a coward, a 
man-pleaser, a time-server, if he had 
heen afraid of provoking men he 
would have kept bacK disagreeable 
truth. The test of truth is not what 
Is palatable, popular, pleasing, but 
what is profitable and permanent. It 
is no disparagement to a preacher (!o 
be cordially hated, soundly berated, 
hunted and persecuted. 
Such treat- 


ment may be the finest compliment 
to real worth that heaven can bestow. 
No man should murmur when that 
conies in the way of duty. 


The reason why some preachers 


get along so smoothly is because of 
the facility with which they straddle 
the fence, appear to take both sides 
of the sane subject, blow hot and 
cold at the same time, and die at last 
with the questionable epitaph, "He 
never had an enemy!" Such a tomb- 
stone could be erected in a field of 
cabbage heaos, but doesn't look well 
over the grave of a soldier. That 
could never have been said of Paul, 
tte node! preacher, no more than it 
conld have been said of his Master. 
Ail truly great preachers have been 
great fighters, and the d«>vfl' enjoys 
nothing more than to get bis snear be- 


tween the joints of. such a man's har- 
ness. 


Heroic Preacher. 


Paul said In this farewell sermon, 


"I go hound in the spirit to Jerusa- 
lem, not knowing the things that shall 
befall me there." He waa not cow- 
ardly fleeing from trouble, he was go- 
ing heroically, where he was sure he 
would get worse, and more of it. He 
did not know what form It would take, 
but he felt sure that It was inevitable. 
Many a man in his circumstances 
would ejther have "had a call" in 
some other direction, or would have 
gone on his miserable way full of la- 
mentations and groans, but this great 
hero was as calm as if he was going 
to his coronation. 
And he was.

but he was heroic. 
It was well for 


him, as it Is'for us, that it was so. 
Had he known in advance how many 
times he was to be beaten, and stoned 
and shipwrecked and imprisoned, and 
how much he was to suffer from hun- 
ger and thirst, and cold and weari- 
ness, and painfulness and watchings 
it would have added greatly to his 
burdens. It is hard enough to bear 
those things which come as 
they 


.come, 
without 
anticipating 
them. 


None of us know the reverses that 
shall -befall us in this life, the In- 
justice, the oppression, the bloody 
cross of sacrifice. But the true child 
of God sings, albeit with quivering 
lip and streaming eye:

But what did he care? He felt that he might
